The following notice of the anniversary of a 
society which seems to be regarded with peca- 
liar favor, in New York, is copied from the 
Amentcan of Wednesday:—‘‘The Horticural 
Society held their annual meeting yesterday ; and 
if we may judge of the interest felt in their pur- 
suits, and for their » by the bers that 
thronged the spacious saloon at Niblo’s, few so- 
cieties can boast of as much. The ladies par- 
ticularly, did bh to the ; and mani- 
fested, we may perhaps be permitted to add, 
their own good taste, by their presence in large 
numbers. In another column we have inserted 
the account given by the Gazette, of the display, 
the discourse, and the dinner; and have, there- 
fore, left ourselves little scope to descant upon 
the only part of the business of the day that 
fell under our own observation—the exhibition 
of the fruits, and the oration. The latter was 
curious and elaborate—setting forth the growth 
and actual condition, in most of the countries of 
Europe, and even in China, of the gardener’s 
art; appropriately enriched with references to, 
and quotations from, Evelyn and Cowley; and 
not omitting to do full homage, according to our 
American custom, to those who, among us, have 
ibuted to the spread and improvement of 
horticulture. The-orator, Dr. John W. Francis, 
was listened to for more than an hour with un- 
breken attention, by an audience of not less, we 
s@ppose, than a thousand persons, of whom half, 
certainly, were of the gentler sex. The exhibi- 
tion of fruits was fine, but there were few or no 
flowors on the table. There were indeed around 
the room, various green house plants, but of 
tastefully arranged bouquets and garlands, we 
saw none; yet the cultivation of flowers must 
certainly enter into the notion, at least of orna- 
mental gardening. Of grapes there was a great 
variety—among them nine different sorts of the 
native grape, raised by Professor Gimbrede, of 
West Point. Of these, three varieties were rais- 
ed from the seed. Some of these grapes were 
as large as common crab apples. This Society 
must prosper, for it is doing good, and the pub- 
lic appreciates its labours.’’

The first number of the Journal of Health 
contains a few observations on Vaccination 
and the Smacu Pox, which, proceeding from a 
source entitled to respect, should be at least as 
extensively circulated as the statement which has 
called them forth. The writer says:—‘t We are 
sorry to see copied into some of our newspapers, 
a paragraph from one of Edinburgh, in which the 
writer, after stating that the smail-pox is ex- 
tremely prevalent among the higher classes of so- 
ciety, adds; it seems to have bee: now thoroughly 
ascertained, that the preventive quality of vac- 
cination wears out in seven or eight years. We 
in the city of Phiiadelphia, have most cogent 
and convincing proofs to the contrary of this 
opinion, which, if substantiated, would tend to 
do away with vaceination entirely, We should 
say, in the language of the professional men, 
who gave. history of the Small- por epidemic in 
this city, during the y.ars 1823 and 1834, 
“that the protecting power of the vaccine 
virus, on persone who have been duly subjected 
to its influence is not diminished or destroyed by 
the length of time from its first introduction into 
the bodies of such persons, and that no propor- 
tion whatever, exists between its efficacy and 
the recency or remoteness of the epoch, when 
the constitution was placed under the influence 
of the virus. They who speak so lightly of 
the protecting power of vaccination at this 
time, affect to believe that the matter of cow- 
pock is not as efficient as it was on its first in- 
troduction. They forget, or are ignorant of the 
fact, that in the very first years of the new 
practice, in the hands of Drs. Jenner and Pear- 
son, there were instances of persons who had 
been duly vaccinated, becoming subsequently 
affected with small-pox. But mark the differ. 
ence between the hypotheses of these genile- 
men, and the unbelievers at the present day. 
The former thought that the occurrence of small- 
pox, was owing to the shortness of the time that 
had elapsed after vaccination, the latter, that it 
is on account of the /engthef the time that has 
transpired since the operation. Can both 
opinions be correct,—or are not both wrong? 
The attack of small.pox afier proper vaccina- 
tion, is to be explained by the peculiar constitu- 
tion of the individual, and the particular state 
of the season or atinosphore, by whieh a greater
